CLAIMS OF RUSSIA 
SAID TO EXCEED 
THOSE OF BRITISH 


MOSCOW, March 28 (4)—Boviet 
Russia’s claims against Great Britain 


| exceed the latter’s against Russia by | an 


2,000,000,000 gold rubles, F. C. Zino- 
vieff, president of the Communist In- 
ternational, announced in a speech at 
Leningrad on the subject of the com- 
ing Russo- h conference. 

The British claims, he stated, were 
divided into three groups: 

1. State debts and “pretensions” 
for ans and nationalized property to 
a total value of 2,450,000 gold rubles. 

2. War debts of 5,373,000,000 gold 
rubles. 

3. Interest on all the debts of 
2,816,000,000 making 4 total of 10,- 
639,000,000 gold rubles. 

Russia’s claims were for damages 
caused by the intervention of Admiral 
Koltchak and for the seizure of gold. 
“If there is no hope for us to receive 
from England these two billions of 
gold rubles,” he went on, then at any 
rate we confidently declare that Eng- 
land will not get either the war debts 
or the interest. The nationalized prop- 
erty of British subjects presents a 
most difficult question. There are 115 
claims, amounting to 00,000,000 
rubles. 

“We are quite sure here that the 
British extorters will not make us 
yield. The revolution was a struggle 
to conquer the bourgeoisie, and if the 
foreign capitalists have been mistaken 
in their calculations of the safety of 
property in a-revolutionary country, 
then it is their own fault. 

„It is ludicrous to think that the 
working class, having sacrificed so 
much, should now, while starting re- 
construction, begin to return all it ap- 
propriated by virtue of its revolution- 
ary rights. Such are the fundamental 
points which will direct our delega- 
tion in negotiating with the British 
Government.” 

M. Zinovieff said the delegates were 
instructed to ask only for such credits 
as they were certain the Government 
could pay.

The design of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Memorial was selected as a 
result of a competition among local 
architects. The winners were Rose & 
Peterson. The entrance hall is 24 feet 
high, exeeuted in a modern adaptation 
of Roman-Corinthian. The highly 
ornamental ceiling and entablature 
will be sustained by 16 pedestaled 
columns and pilasters forming panels 
for mural paintings and the names of 
the city’s, war heroes. The hall wil 
be finished in marble and floored wit 
mosaic tile. 

The building will be of colo 
pressed brick, trimmed with te 
cotta. The contract calls for comple- 


tion dy the last of August.

civic center will mark the beginning 


‘of a new era of architectural attrac-: 
tiveness in this city. Already there 
aye evidences of an awakened atten- 
tion to civic appearance and a desire 
to give the city added touches of 
beauty in its parks, boulevards and 
important buildings.

Hence it 
will be necessary to tear up the old 
yards, construct the new ones and dig 
the river channel, a track at a time, 
almost. Thirty-five miles of switch- 
ing track will be laid. 

The present river channel cannot 
be dispensed with until the new chan- 
nel is built, and yet some of the 
existing bridges are to be moved to 
span the new channel. All this work 
is to be done in the very center of 
the city and the arteries of communi- 
‘ecation—one side with another—must 
be kept open.

For instance, the Denver & Rio 
Grande Railroad has three separate 
yards at present, and none can be 
enlarged readily: Under the new sys- 
tem the three will be concentrated 
into one large yard which cgn be 
expanded easily in the future.

INDIA DISPERSES 
FRONTIER BANDITS 


CALCUTTA, Feb. 26 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—The accounts which have 
reached the frontier of the final days 
of the Kohat gang, their surrender to 
the Afghan Government and.their de- 
portation to Afghan Turkestan are said 
to have created an excellent impression 
among the tribesmen. The ruthlessness 
of Ajab and the long asylum which he 
enjoyed near to his own home, but out 
of reach of the arm of justice, created 
a belief that he was invincible. That 
impression has now been dispelled. In 
the frontier districts conditions now are 
generally quiet. 

The steady reduction in the roll of 
outlaws continues with a corresponding 
rise in the morale of villagers of all 
districts. In consequence of the con- 
sistent encouragement which they have 
received from the authorities, it is now 
the rule rather than the exception för 
dacoits and raiders to be driven off with 
loss when they attack a village. A re- 
cent raid by a Mahsud gang on a 
village in the Bannu district re- 
sulted in the gang, 60 strong, being 
scattered. Kidnaping and holding to 
ransom has altogether ceased to be a 
practicable source of income to the 
Mahsuds. When the 1923 figures are 
published, the three northern districts’ 
will show an entirely clean sheet, and 
the Dérajat an immense reduction on the 
figures of recent years.

DACCA EXPERIMENTS 
IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


BOMBAY, Feb. 26 (Special Corre- 
spondence) —Dacea University, the most 
‘ambitiously planned of all the modern 
universities in India, according to its 
annual report, has made steady prog- 
ress during the past year. It has an 
efficient staff which is manned by pro- 
fessors, some of whom are of interna- 
tional fame, and the university has 
been designed to avoid the errors com- 
mitted by the older universities. The 
residential system has been adopted in 
order to secure the advantages of social 
intercourse among the students of dif- 
ferent communities and between the 
teachers and the taught, and great fa- 
cilities have been provided for physical 
exercise. 


Speaking at the convocation of the uni- 
versity recently, its chancellor, Lord 
Lytton, commented upon its steady and 
substantial progress made in the last 
year, and observed that if the Dacca 
University could found a real school 
of social service and send into the 
world every year young men well 
trained in that school to carry on its 
work throughout Bengal, it would do 
more to establish its own reputation 
and to earn the gratitude of future 
generations than by any other feature 
of its work.

Ideal Home Exhibition Displays 
New Development of Back Garden 


Landscape Gardeners Build “Natural’’ Gardens, With 
Rocky Moorlands, Running Water, Peaceful Woodland 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, March 15—Londoners are 
offered, at the Ideal Home Exhibition, 
a new way of bringing the country to 
town’ in their back-gardens this 
spring: 

Two landse@pe gardeners at least, 
are * * “natural” gardens—the 
one a reproduction of rocky moorland 
with bright patches of wild flowers 
and a glint of running water, the other 
a peaceful woodland scene transported 
from Westmoreland. Major Murrell, al- 
ready famous in America and in Eng- 
land for his Orpington irises, finds 
that people are turning away from the 
formal and Italian gardens, back to 
what belongs.to English landscape. 


“View” From House Windows 

Major Murrell’s garden offers “a 
view” from the house windows. A 
stream is trickling down the undulat- 
ing moor, running over natural rocks, 
between which grow pretty woodland 
.flowers. It falls into a deep, quiet 
pool, but across the stream, higher 
up, are etepping stones. -A track 
leads up them to “the woods,” passing 
clumps of azaleas, and groups of cro- 
cuses in the „to where daffodils 
are gleaming een the trees. Only 
between 80 and 100 trees are on the 
higher slopes, but they suggest the 
rest, and give distance to the view. 
Color, too, is given to the landscape 
by the blue, golden oe silver foliage 
of coniferous trees, the silvery sheen 


moors in the various aspects seen at 
different angles. There is a moraine 
looking exactly as if a glacier had 
slipped off from above and torn a 
furrow. Water rushes down it and 
the banks are formed by gray rocks 
on which a wealth of purple primula 
is growing, while farther on, at the 
water’s edge, are the yellow butter- 
cups found in Switzerland. 

Looking through from the other 
side, the rocks appear like mountains 
in the distance, although their height 
from the ground is only 4% feet. This 
effect is gained from the way in which 
the rocks are laid. There is not a 
rock which does not look as if it had 
been pushed up by the force below. 

High Up in the Pyrenees 

Another corner shows nature at 
peace, with Alpine flowers growing 
over the rocks, and not with the su- 
perabundance of artificiality. To get 
these flowers for rock gardens an- 
other artist-gardener, George White- 
legg of Chislehurst, spent three weeks 
5000 feet up in the Pyrenees. He said: 

The, flowers are not found any 
lower down. I found Ranunculus 
gracilius 11,000 feet up peeping out as 
the snow melted. The way to discover 

the rare flowers is to talk to the peo- 
ple in the estaminets, for they know 
the plants that appear in the neigh- 
borhood. Getting them is another 
matter! When I was after Ramondie

It is in regard to the Chinese Eastern Railway tHat 
the greatest obstacles to settlement have been met. The 
road, which is more than 1000 miles in length, was built 
by Russia and managed through the Russo-Asiatic Bank 
, during the tsarist days. Up to 1917 Russia policed the 
road and enjoyed certain privileges of exploitation in 
territories adjacent to it. , The present Russian Govern- 
ment declares its willingness to return this road to China, 


but ingists upon a mortgage, with a share in the manage— 


ment, until the line is paid for by China. This general 
basis of agreement is satisfactory to the Chinese, the 
differences having arisen over questions pertaining to 
valuation, payment, and extent of management. These 
differences, it appears, are about to be settled, due largely 
to the fact that both nations are willing o make conces- 
sions in order to reach a eo and permanent agree- 
ment. 

It is in that last point that the significance of the 
present situation lies. Russia and China share a vast 
common interest on the continent of Asia, which is 
exceeded by the interest of no other powers. It is note- 
worthy that, in facing those common interests, Russia 
,and China, for the most part, have maintained friendly 
relations. When Russia, today, boasts of its traditional 
policy of good will toward the Chinese, there is much 
evidence in history that dees weight to that boast. 

At the present time, however; Russia and China face 
each other, both speaking for democracy. Neither R 
nor China has made the program of democracy to — — 
with notable success within its own government. But 
both nations have set for themselves the task of doing 
just that. To the community of other interests, geo- 

graphical, and economic, which js shared by the two 
countries is added, there fore, this interest in the develop- 
ment and the strengthening of democracy in the Far East. 
It is impossible to be aware of the potentialities bound 
up with the future development of these two powers 


and fail to appreciate the influence which their common 


interest in democratic institutions may exert in shaping 
the destinies of the Orient. aoe

Ia Germany and the states of Central and Eastern 
Eutope he has come intimately if touch with the new idealism 
that is developing out of the co-operative efforts of European 
stadents to help each other. The conference described here has 
been called, by European statesmen, the most . meeting 
vince the war.] 

‘Frencu, Germans, Greeks, Turks, Czechs, Russians, Poles, 
Rumanians, "Jugoslavs—all these and many others were gath- 
ering together for a conference in Hungary. They were going 
inte the land of bitter resentments, and at a time when the 
wranglings of statesmen were at a peak! There were explosive 
possibilities. in that group of student leaders as they passed 
through the Magyar capital en route to the Carpathian foot- 
Hijls and the second international assembly of the European 
Student Relief, at Parad. 

* In fact, we had not gone far until an explosion seemed 
imminent. A Hungarian student touched my elbow and, as I 
turned aside, whispered the startling words, “Monsieur Deak 
must fight two duels.” 

. “What?” I questioned, sharply. For Deak, as the head 
of the foreign depagtment of the Hungarian student unions, 

was our host. 

Wes, two duels, tomorrow night. It is because of the 

Rumanians.* And without further explanation he left me. 

I was thoroughly alarmed, for I knew well how high the 
Magyar feeling runs against the eastern neighbor, and I also 
knew that, until*twenty-four hours before, the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment had forbidden any Rumanian students entering Hun- 
gary to attend she conference.

It was in the pounding, bouncing, little raf road carriage 
the following morning. On the bench - like seats across the aisle 
were the Ge delegates, knotted together in wearisome 
conference. Inevitably I watched their every gesture, every 
expression, for their decision would be fateful. They were 
deliberating, as they had been for two days past, whether they 
should vonsent to in in the same assembly with French 
representatives. I had exhausted every argument, and I was 
frankly fearful. Teuton-like, they could understand all con- 
siderations save those of their own temperament. 

At last the discussion seemed to close. Would they wreck 
everything? The student leader from the occupied ara looked 
across to fie. “You can ismile again!” was the way he 
expressed it. “We will remain.’ . 

It was evening at Parad and the first plenary session had 
just been convened. Students numbering 120 from thirty-four 
lands of the world, and of .seven different religions, were in 
the room. They were representative students, the picked lead- 
ers Of their universities, directors and workers in the great 
national student service organizations developed on the Conti- 
nent since the war. As I entered the hall, the chairman was 
making a notable address. He declared that co-operation was 
possible if they wished it. Work together they could, they 
must, and they would. 

The response which greeted this plea, and my knowledge 
that the duels had been averted, led me to believe that 
proper feeling had at length been attained. 

But scarcely a minute had elapsed, when, crash, the German 
chairman arose and made a violent declaration against the 
French. -The Ruhr policy, he said, was the cause of all the 
troubles. The blame for all the difficulties in Germany lay 
with the French and must be placed re. It would be 
neeessary to make political references to this fact, and the 
German delegation reserved the right to do so.

This, of course, proved a hint to every other delegation 
Which had a grievance, and they were many, and they all pro- 
ceeded to air their troubles. It seemed that the conference 
must inevitably break up; success seemed impossible. 

But the- fact that for three fears the great co-operative 
-work of the European Student Relief had been going on, and 
that if represented the good will of students in thirty-five 
nations of the world helping their needy-fellows in seventeen 
countries;—this realization seemed gradugily to bring the dele- 
gates together.

Let-us never forget that. 


“We know that we cannot rely upon the older people 
of our countries to bring a better fellowship into the world. 
They cannot understand; but we young men and women can 
do so.if we only dare. Let us dare.” 

There was great applause, but, looking around to the 
German delegation, I saw them sitting there motionless. 

The chairman of the Hungarian delegation spoke next. 
I shall try with words to Speak to you so that you may see 
and feel what is in my heart. You have been thanking us. 
It is we-who must thank you. Vou have brought us much that 
we had nearly forgotten? . You_have shown us that Christian 
love and human kindness are still ess in the world. We thank 
you for that. Believe me, what we have done is little com- 
pared with that.
